Says Teachers Should Then 
Be Meade ‘Professors and

PROVIDENCE, R. I. — Thomas W. 
Bicknell, formerly state commissioner of 
education, advocated granting the degree 
of bachelor of arts to normal school 
graduates at the fortieth anniversary 
celebration of the Rhode Island State 
Normal Sehool today. The meeting was 
held in the school auditorium. 

Many former students of the school 
were present and several prominent New 
England educators were among. the 
speakers, 

Mr. Bicknell opened his address by 
tracing the growth of normal schools in 
the country from 70 years back, when 
Horace Mann founded a normal school, 
dewn to the present time, when he said 
that there were 264 public and private 
normal sehools in this country. 

Mr. Biecknell’s remarks were based on 
a “forward look,” as he put it, following 
a tribute to the first instructors of the 
Rhode Island State Normal School, the 
high standard of which, he said, was set 
by its first principal, James C. Green- 
ough, | 

In advocating the elevation of the 
state normal schools to the standing of 
colleges Mr. Bicknell said: 

“Change the names of our normal 
Bchools to normal colleges, and you place 
them nominally on the same plane as 
other colleges. When this is done the 
teachers should be given the title of pro- 
fessors, and the head of a school that 
of president. This would put the teacher 
on-wn equality in rank with his brother 
at Brown or Pembroke. 

‘At the completion of a normal college 
course of four years based on a thorough 
high preparation in which the 
normal student dias become = indoctrin- 
ated in liberal, vocational and profes- 
sional studies, degrees should be eon- 
ferred corresponding to those of regular 
college quadrennial graduates. It is 
easy to see that a normal college gradu- 
‘ate with the usual title of A. B., a most 
fitting title for the course pursued, would 
enjoy many and great advantages over 
the present graduates, 

“The superintendent .of schools of the 
future will hold the degree of A. B. as a 
quadrennial normal graduate. He will 
have had at Igast five years’ successful 
teaching experience, and later or earlier 
two vears of supervisional training. As 
an equivalent of one of these two vears 
a vear of foreign travel for school in- 
spection may be substituted. This train- 
ing would give us a class of men and 
women competent to handle our public 
schools, and toward this standing we are 

rapidly moving.

IMERIGAN DEFENDER 
NINS MOTOR BOAT CLP 
FOR UNITED STATE 


Takes Second Race From 
British Challenger Pioneer, 
Latter Having to Stop for 
Overheated Engines 


———— 
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HUNTINGTON, L. I.—Greater speed 
and better construction gave to America 
the custody for another year of the 
Harmsworth trophy for the world’s 
moter boat championship Tuesday. The 
Dixie IV., the speediest boat of the 
American defending craft, carried off the 
honors. But had it not been for trying 
to foree the Duke of Westminster's Pio- 
neer it would have been a closer contest. 

The Pioneer was within 100 feet of the 
Dixie at the second stake boat of the sec- 
ond round, No contest so close had been 
keen since the cup was offered, The Pio- 
neer was overtaking the Dixie. On the 
first round the Pioneer had gained 200 
feet, and that amounts to a whole Jot in 
the early stages of a 30-knot race. The 
aprayv of the leader drenched the wheels- 
man of the pursuer, 

In turning the west stake Imoy, how- 
ever, Noel Kobbins, steering the Pioneer, 
put on all speed, power and gasoline. 
‘The engines would not stand it. They 
heated and there was a collapse, The 
Pioneer stopped, The Dixie increased 
her lead from only 100 feet to half a 
mile, then a mile and then four miles, 
while the crew of the Pioneer hurried 
themselves to overcome the diMeulty. 
The crew got the engines on the Pioneer 
to working and she got back into the 
race before the Dixie had entered the see- 
snd leg of the third Jap and before the 
Disturber Il, and the Viva had reached 
hexon their second round, 

With the added handicap against her, 
the Pioneer reentered the race when her 
engines worked and for three rounds 
went the pace, Long after two of the 
American boats had finished the Pioneer 
approached the finish, and then she had 
another “blow-up.” She was within a 
short distance of the committee boat at 
the time, and the committee megaphoned 
her that she need not finish, so her time 
was not taken for the fourth and last 
round. 3 

Disturber Tf., the Chicago marvel, was 
doing wonderfully well on the first round. 
When the Pioneer's engines failed and 
she closed down, the Disturber gained 
rapidly, but hit a floating soap box caus. 
ing her to drop out. 

Mr. Burnham, who handled the Dixie, 
said he never let the boat out. Her speed 
is not known. It may be developed in 
the speed trials on Friday and Saturday. 
Many seem to think that she can make 
at least 50 miles an hour. She has shown 
44 and a fraction and her owners say she 
was not “let out.” ‘Tuesday's time did 
not equal Monday's. The time for the

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Pioneer 
The British inteonaliaalal trophy for 
motor boats was presented by Lord 
Northcliffe, then Sir Alfred Harmsworth, 
in 1903, the first race for it taking place 
on July 11 of that year in Queenstown 
harbor, Ireland. According to the revised 
conditions and rules recently issued the 
trophy is open to international compe- 
tition every vear, no country, however, 
being represented by more than three 
boats. These boats must be selected by 
the recognized club of the country they 
represent. In the case of Great Britain 
and Treland the recognized club is the 
Yova] Motor Yacht Club, in the case of 
the United States, the Motor Boat Club 
of America. 

Each competing boat must be con- 
structed throughout in the country whieh 
it represents, the only size limit being 
the overall Jength of the hull, which 
must not exceed 40 feet. Conditions are 
that there shall be at least two races, 
and as many more as may be necessary 
until one country has won two races, 
the first country to win two races being 
adjudged the winner of the trophy. 
These races may be held in the waters 
of the country holding the trophy, the 
length of the course being not less than 
25 nor more than 35 nautical miles.

It-is to he of 
50 per cent greater capacity than the 
present smelter of 2000 tons daily ca- 
pacity, but is to be materially less ex- 
pensive to handle, despite its greater 
size, says the Times. If money and ex- 
pert knowledge ean accomplish that end. 
it is to be the best smelter on earth, 
designed with the idea of paying for 
itself within four years of operation, 
simply from the savings in labor and 
fuel. It is claimed that the company 
how, With its patched-up plant, is pro- 
ducing copper for 6% cents a pound. 
If the claims for he new reduction 
plant prove true, then it would appear 
that the Calumet in a couple of years 
WilT he reaching after the economy belt, 
leading all Aierican mines. 

The main objection to the present 
plant is said to come from inadapta- 
bility for working the character of sul- 
phides which are coming in on the com- 
pany’s ground at increased depth. The 
blast furnaces of the new plant are to 
be four in number, 40 feet long and 
nearly 15 feet deep. with three or more 
reverberatories, modern converters, ore 
bedding plant, electrie conveyors and 
every other possible aid to economical 
and thorough metal extraction. The old 
plant will be kept in operation till the 
new one is complete and then will be 
tern down. It is told that it has been 
charged off the books already. The 
power plant is modern enough as_ it 
stands and will only need a bit of en- 
largement. Altogether the new equip- 
ment is to cost the company about $2,- 
000,000. 

A 100-ton concentrating mill is to be 
placed at once upon the property of the 
Paradise Mining & Milling Company, in 
the Chiricahua mountains, about 50 
miles northeast of this city. The 
machinery has been purchased in E 
Paso, at a cost of $15,000. Paradise 
camp lies 14 miles from the El Paso & 
Southwestern railroad, over a good road.

PANAMA CANAL LINE 


OF 15 STEAMERS PLAN 
OF NEW CORPORATION 


¢ 

TRENTON, N. J. — Initial steps by 
American capitalists for the development 
of commerce through the. Panama canal 
were taken here Tuesday when the At- 
lantic & Pacific Transport Company, 
with an authorized capital of $15,000,000, 
was incorporated here. 

The moving figure in the new company 
is Bernard N. Baker of Baltimore, for- 
merly president of the Atlantic Transport 
Company, who retired from the steam- 
ship business when that corporation was 
absorbed by the International Mercantile 
Marine. Mr. Baker’s plans for a strictly 
American built and owned line of steam- 
ers to run from New York to San Fran- 
cisco and Seattle through the canal have 
the approval of President Taft, the canal 
commission and the last Pan-American 
congress, 

The backbone of the new line is the 
ocean mail contract which the postmas- 
ter-general has been advertising through- 
out “the United States since August 7, 
and bids for which close’ Nov. 25. <A 
maximum charge to the government for 
carrying the mails is fixed at $779,000 a 
vear in the government specifications. If 
the new company is successful in obtain- 
ing this contract it will proceed to build 
a fleet of 15 modern steamships, with a 
minimum speed of 16 knots. These 
vessels will be ready for operation when 
the canal opens, in 1913. 

The incorporators of the new company 
are all veterans in deep sea transporta- 
tion. Outside of Mr. Baker they are 
James 8S. Whitely, of Baltimore, former- 
lv vice-president of the Atlantic Trans- 
port Company; C. G. Heim, of Baltimore, 
formerly treasurer of the same com- 
pany; T. B. Harrison, of Baltimore, who 
was secretary of the Atlantic Transport 
Company, and Adrian H. Boole, of Wash- 
ington, formerly a partner in the Ameri- 
ean agency of the Wilson Steamship 
Lines, of Hull, England.

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PROSPERITY FINDS HOME IN KANSAS 


Sunflower State Asserts It ls Hub of Country and in, Center of Affairs Commer- 
cial, Agricultural, Political and Financial 


The Monitor’s state sketches are 
printed on Wednesdays, and aim 
to give an histortcal summary 
with facts about the resources, 
progress and prospects of each 
commonwealth. This “Story of 
the States” began with a general 
article on Jan. 11. Each week 
since a sketch of a state has been 
given, taking up first the original 
13 states; the others w ill follow 
in the order of their admission 
to the Union. 


HE value of the corn crop of Kan- 
sas in 1906, from less than 20 per 
cent of her area, was sufficient to 
more than four times cover the 

cost of the entire Louisiana Purchase 
($15,000,000), of which Kansas formed a 
part. Kansas claims to be the actual 
hub of the United States. Diagonals, 
drawn from Duluth to Galveston, from 
San Francisco to Washington, from 
Olympia to Tallahassee, from / Sacra- 
mento to Augusta, intersect in the very 
center of Kansas. Through Kansas flow 
all the great tides of our nation; she :s 
at the heart of things. She has been 
called “the core of the continent.” When 
you are in Kansas, says an advocate of 
the Sunflower state, you are in the 
middle of things commercial, agricul- 
tural, political and financial; you are in 
the middle of the corn, the wool, the 
wheat, the beef and the butter of the 
United States; in a word, you are in 
the middle of prosperity when you are 
in Kansas. 


State First in Wheat 


Kansas lies between the Missouri river 
on one side and the state of Colorado on 
the other, with Nebraska on the north 
and Oklahoma and Indian Territory on 
the south. From east to west is 410 


miles; from north to south 210 miles, a 
total area of 82,144 square miles, making 
62,572,000 acres. Forty-five millions of 
acres are in farms. It is a land of roll- 
ing country, with timber-fringed rivers, 
with grain-laden fields and well-stocked 
pastures, of flowing wells, happy homes 
and prosperous places of habitation. 
There is not an unsurveyed acre in the 
state. It is a settled and substantial 
state. There are farms and open fer- 
tile lands, rivers, forests, flocks, herds 
and harvests and neighborly people. 
The soil is rich and apparently almost 
inexhaustible. Corn has* been spoken of 
as one of its contributions; in 1899, a 
record year, the product was 225,000,- 
000 bushels. Kansas has harvested the 
largest wheat crop ever gathered in any 
state; she stands first among all the 
states in combined wheat and corn crop 
for a five or ten-year period. In dairy- 
ing, in live stock, in poultry, in a thou- 
sand things, it has become almost im- 
possible to keep track of her growing 
Wealth. 

There are many thousands of acres of 
land in Kansas suitable for homesteads, 
for ranching or farming, to be purchased 
at reasonable prices, running down as low 
as $4 or $5 an acre, though the average 
for fairly good lands, susceptible of mak- 
ing good farms, will run much higher. 
Every product of the field, .farm and 
orchard common to the temperate zone 
flourishes in luxuriant abundance in this 
fertile, versatile soil and kindly climate. 


Alfalfa Gives Five Crops 


In 1906 Kansas raised a crop of nearly 
$2,000,000 bushels of wheat, according to 
‘figures of the agricultural department. 
The quality is such that it is sought in 


all the mills of the world. Corn runs 
62 pounds shelled to the bushel, with only 
from seven to eight pounds of cobs. One 
man raised an average of 104 bushels to 
the acre. In Kansas you will find mile 
after mile of alfalfa fields, producing 
their three to five crops of the most 
nutritious hay each season, improving the 
soil at the same time, as the roots go 
down into the. sand or hard-pan. This 
crop can be raised, cut and cured and put 
in the feed racks for not to aay $2 
per ton. 

Kansas is a great state for stock. ‘Na- 
ture provided the soil and the climate; 
then the people have studied the ques- 
tions of breed, feed and adaptability, and 
the State Agricultural College has led 
in the work of selection and improve- 
ment. - The finest opportunities are 
found for those who want to raise cattle. 

The dairy industry of Kansas has 
changed in the past few years from a 
milk and cream business to gilt-edged 
print butter dairying, the latter having 
increased from $574,000 in 1900 to $1,- 
624.000 in 1905. The practical result is 
larger returns for the firtished product 
and more skim milk fed on the farms. 

The Kansas hens have not only brought 
fame to the state; they have brought 
eash to the extent of $9,000,000 or $10,- 
000,000 annually. That is to say, the 
“helpful hen” would more than pay the 
entire expenses of the state's excellent 
public school system were the receipts 
from the poultry business devoted to 
‘ that object. 

The states pays $1 per ton on all sugar 
beets raised. Besides this, profits have 


ranged from:$17 per acre up to as high | 


as $43 per acre. The potato crop.amounts 
to between 7,000,000 and 8.000.000 bush- 
els a year, not including 500,000 bushels 
of sweet potatoes. 

Then there are apples, as big and fine 


and plentiful, it is claimed, as in any |

Kansas has more good lands in propor- 
tion to area than any other state; Kan- 
Sas raises more wheat in a single year 
than any other state in the Union; Kan- 
sas raised more corn in one year than 25 
other states combined; Kansas can raise 
enough grain and garden truck to sup- 
ply a million more residents without half 
trying. 

The population of Kansas is 1,690,949. 
She wants more people. She not only 
offers attractive land opportunities, but 
her transportation facilities are excel- 
lent. Her territory is traversed by the 
great continental systems, while a net- 
work of other and connecting lines af- 
fords means of ready access to all parts 
of the state. It is hard to find a farmer 
without his ‘phone, and many own auto- 
mobiles. Every county is represented 
with its newspapers, an altogether there 
are 840 regular publications in the state, 
including 660 weeklies. Kansas has a 
public school system of which it may 
rightfully be proud. Her school fund 
amounts to about $10,000,000. Wherever 
there are 15 children between the ages 
of 5 and 21, a school district may be 
established and teaching must b> main- 
tained at least four months and may be 
held for 42 months. There are uniform 
courses of study even in the country 
schools and the greater number of them 
are fully graded. For higher education 
the state has provided three magnificent 
institutions, the University of Kansas 
at Lawrence, the state normal school at 
Emporia, and the State Agricultural Col- 
lege at Manhattan. The agricultural col- 
lege, with its 1600 ‘students, is claimed 
to stand at the head of such institu- 
tions in the United States. The state 
normal school has enrolled about 2000 


students annually, a greater enrolment 
than any other normal school in the 
United States. 


Big Increase Shown 


Kansas City, the metropolis of the 
state, has a population of $2,331, an in- 
crease of 60.1 per cent over 1900. It 
has adopted the commission form of 
government, (as have several other Kan- 
sas municipalities). In 1906 it led all 
the cities of the United States in build- 
ing growth and population growth; and 
it has the largest proportion of home- 
owning population. It is the second 
meat packing center in the country. 
Wichita stands next in population, with 
52,450; Topeka has 43,684; other cities 
of the state taking the lead are Leaven- 
worth, Atchison, Lawrence, Ft. Scott, 
Galena, Pittsburg, Hutchinson and Em- 
poria. 

Topeka, the capital, is located on both 
sides of the Kansas river, and is built on 
three ridges running at right angles to 
the course of the river. It was made the 
state capital in 1861. The capitol, a 
handsome structure, cost $2,000,000. 


Kansas got its name from the Kansa 
nation of Indians, which occupied the 
land previous to the coming of the white 
man. That portion of the state lying 
east of the one hundredth meridian orig- 
inally formed part of the Louisiana pur- 
chase.of 1803, and at different periods 
was included in the Louisiana and Mis- 
souri territories. A part of the south- 
western portion, after the settlement of 
the boundary line in 1819, belonged to 
Spain, and was disputed territory from 
1845 to 1850. The first exploration in 


‘|Kansas on record wat that of Coronado 


in his search for Quivira. There were 
no settlements of any note prior to 
those established by the Osage mission- 
aries in 1820. The history of Kansas 
from 1850 until the close of the war was 
closely interwoven with the slavery ques- 
tion. A struggle took place between two 
parties, one holding that Kansas should 
be settled by free men and that slavery 
should not exist on its soil; the other 
persisting in the right to establish the 
institution wherever it chose. For four 
years the territory was greatly dis- 
turbed by the conflicts of these parties. 
Lawrence was twice besieged and once 
burned. Pottawatomie, Ossawatomie and 
Leavenworth were partly destroyed. On 
July 5, 1859, a convention met at Wyan. 
dotte, which, with a Republican major- 
ity, framed a constitution prohibiting 
slavery. This was ratified by the people 
Oct. 4, and under it the territory was 
admitted to the Union July 29, 186). 
The motto of the state is “Ad astra per 
aspera’—“To the stars through all diffi- 
culties.”

“The state has passed an act provid- 
ing for an expenditure of $18,000,000 for 
state highway construction. The act 
stipulates that two roads shall be built 
from the Oregon border to Los. Angeles 
county, Where they shall become one and 
extend to the Mexican border. 

“One of the roads is to extend along 
the coast and the other through the cen- 
tral part of the state between the Coast 
Range and the Sierra Nevada mountains 
in the valleys of the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin rivers. Thence one road is 
to stretch southerly to the Mexican bor- 
der probably following along the coast. 
The length of roadway planned is about 
1700 miles. 

“The Legislature also has provided that 
the county seats shall be connected with 
state highways. San Diego county has

| “Los Angeles, San Diego, San Joaquin 
jand Orange counties have been working 
on a system of roads. Land taking is

“It will take five or six years to carry 
out the plan and probably $3,000,000 a 
year will be the average expenditure. 
That is at least three times as much as 
Massachusetts spends in a year. 


“Contracts are let on a large scale in 
California,’ said Mr. Fleteher. “A single 
piece of work will stretch for five to ten 
miles. The roads will go through scen- 
ery and climate of a very diversified char- 
acter. There are now only about 200 
miles of road into the mountains and no 
state highways there. 

“The state highways will be principal- 
ly for the use of tourists; they will make 
the mountains more accessible and where 
there are no hotels now there will soon 
be many. 

“The work is to be done under a com- 
mission of three men: Charles D. Blaney 
of Saratoga, Berton A. Towne of Lodi, 
and N. D. Darlington of Los Angeles.

The wheat crop comprisea 54,460,000 
bushela for Manitoba.

MEN OF COMMERCE SAID TO HOLD'WORLD PEACE IN THEIR HANDS 


(Cobtinued from page one) 


Commerce in Berlin, and especially its 
secretary, Professor Atwood, had done 
for the representatives of the chamber 
during their recent visit to Germany. 
He said that he believed the interna- 
tional commercial congress in Boston 
next year would be the greatest interna- 
of. im- 
mense importance for the good under- 
standing of nations; and this associa- 
tion would be a powerful agency to 
secure conspicuous German participa- 
tion. 

“The commercial men of the world 
hold in their hands peculiarly,” Mr. 
Mead continued, “the conditidns of the 
world’s peace and welfare. While the 
world’s wars todav. come chiefly from 
commercial rivalries and the efforts of 
greedy adventurers and speculators to 
exploit weaker peoples, commerce on the 
whole is the great peacemaker. It is the 
first duty of high-minded business men 
to make it altogether that. This com- 
mands the utmost publicity and free- 
dom in international politics, and strict 
regard for the rights of all weak na- 
tions and waces. London and Paris and 
Berlin are this moment talking about 
the possibility of war over Morocco. 
There will be no war; there is too large 
a sum total of common sense in these 
great nations for that. But the situ- 
ation has profound lessons for commer- 
cial men. All this Morocco trouble 
springs from the rivalries of half a dozen 
groups of capitalists and speculators who 
have the ear of governments. The Eng- 
lish people and the German people know 
nothing and care nothing about these 
business interests; vet their peace is 
menaced, and they are kept in anxiety 
and uproar, while diplomats for weeks 
carry on secret negotiations about terri- 
tory to which none of their governments 
has any real right.” 


Truth in Politics Urged 


“Now I believe the upright and 
straightforward business men of the 
world are in a position to put a stop 
to all this danger and alarm. They can 
do it simply by acting and compelling 
others to act in the spirit of Ambassador 
Hill’s address at the dinner given him by 
this association a few weeks ago. He 
emphasized two things: The benefit of 
self-government, America’s great lesson 


ito the world, and the extension of its 


principle to international dealings; and 
simple, open truth in diplomacy and pol- 
ities. Men have found that he who 
would thrive in industry or commerce 
must make, produce and distribute hon- 
est goods, or he will fail; and what is 
true of business is certainly true of dip- 
lomacy, for in the last analysis this is 
nothing more or less than a transaction 
of international business. 

“Now it gives the American worker 
for international justice peculiar satis- 
faction to emphasize these great prin- 
ciples of self-government and publicity 
here in Germany; for they were pre- 
cisely the principles emphasized by the 
greatest of German philosophers, Im- 
manuel Kant, who was also the great 
philosopher of the peace movement. He 
published his great tractate on eternal 
peace just at the time of the founding 
of our American republic; and those 
of you who are familiar with that im-

Owe Debt to Germany 


“We Americans owe-a great debt to 
the German people. Peculiarly great is 
the debt of eur scholarship and educa- 
tion. Thousands of professors in our 
own colleges and universities _ received 
their higher training in the universities 
of Germany; and here Horace Mann re- 
ceived ‘much of the inspiration and ini- 
tiative which went to the reform of our 
public school system. It is not too early 
to remind this association of Americans 


in Germany of the approach of an anni- | 


versary which will give us a peculiar op- 
portunity to express our gratitude. In 
half a dozen years we shall come to the 
centennial of the first coming of our 
American students to the German uni- 
versities. The first group was an illus- 
trious group, and the university to 
which they came was Gottingen. There 
were George Bancroft, George Ticknor, 
Edward Everett and Joseph C. Cogswell. 
With Bancroft as his tutor came for 
German studies the young Frederick | 
Hedge. Study the biographies of these 
men—all from one American 
Harvard College—and see what this Ger- 
man chapter meant for all of them and 
for American culture. See how much be- 
sides the Round Hill school and the As- 
tor library came out of it. 

“Take Bancroft, who received his doc- 
tor’s degree from Goettingen in 1820, 
after two vears’ residence, studying un- 


college, 


der idle men as Ejichorn, Heeren and 
‘Blumenbach. Then he came to Berlin, 
where he was intimate with Schleier- 
macher, Savigny and Wilhelm von Hum- 
boldt, as in Paris he was intimate with 
Alexander von Humboldt, and in Rome 
with Bunsen. He 'met Goethe at Jena. 
He translated Heeren’s “Politics of An- 
cient Greece.” He laid here the broad 
foundations of his historical scholarship. 
His history of the United States has 
been peculiarly popular in Germany. In 
Germany in 1870 he celebrated the fif- 
tieth anniversary of his Goettingen de- 
| gree, and Bonn gave him the honorary 
‘degree of doctor of laws. In 1867 he had 
_béen appointed our minister to Prussia, 
in 1868, to the ‘North German confedera- 
ition, and in 1871 this first eminent Amer- 
ican scholar, if I remember right, to re- 
ceive a German degree became our first 
minister to the new German empire. 
That biography constitutes a notable 
episode in the long and pregnant his- 
tory of German-American culture. Let 
there be a Bancroft library in our An- 
drew D. White ~memorial building, and 
let Americans unite to gather there for 
| the benefit of the general American pub- 
'lic here, as the Amerika Institut is so 
splendidly doing for scholars, whatever 
best illustrates the mutual obligations 
of our two great peoples.

TORONTO, Ont.—One of the first de- 
velopments in the reorganization of the 
Technical school here under the direction 
of the new principal, A. C. McKay, B. A., 
LL.D., is the change of the former com- 
mercial department in the school into the 
High School of Commerce and Finance. 

This new school will be located tem- 
porarily in the King Edward school on 
Bathurst street, the upper eight rooms of 
which have been equipped with specially 
designed commercial and typewriting 
desks and furnished with the latest of- 
fice conveniences, so that students may 
become familiar with the most up-to-date 
methods of doing office work. 

Instruction will be given in the fol- 
lowing courses: 1, Accountancy; 2, sten- 
ography; 3, general business—to enable 
students to qualify for positions as trav- 
elers, buyers, managers, ete. 

Special courses have also been arranged 
to train students for examinations of 
the Dominion civil service and of the 
Institute of Chartered.

INDIANS’ RETREAT 
IN INDIANA NOW 
A PICNIC GROUND 


PERU, Ind.—The most popular picnic 
place within 10 miles of Peru is the cliffs 
of the seven pillars, as they are some- 
times called. This place of beauty is on 
the north bank of the Mississinewa river, 
four miles southeast of this city. 

For an eighth of a mile the rushing 
waters in the centuries that have passed 
have beaten on the limestone cliffs, now 
25 feet high, and have molded and pol- 
ished some wonderfully pretty columns 
and dug out deep caverns. 

The Mississinewa river winds about 
many times in that section and within a 
half-mile the stteam follows a course 
shaped like a figure 3, with the cliffs at 
the central point. The fall in the half 
mile is about 15 feet and rapid waters 
are found there, especially when the 
stream is swollen. The water dashing on 
the limestone cliffs has hollowed out 
places 15 feet back from the face of the 
cliff and between these caverns there are 
pillars. 

The territory in which the cliffs are lo- 
cated was an Indian reservation until 
1848, when the government*“made a 
treaty with the Miamis which opened the 
land for settlement by the whites: 

It is said the caverns of the cliffs shel- 
tered the Indians, who were driven from 
their villages, four miles east of here, at 
the time Colonel Campbell’s men came 
through here and burned the villages be- 
fore the battle of the Mississinewa river, 
Dec. 21, 1812. 

The bed of.the river in front of the 
cliffs is as leve}' asa floor and the place 
is delightful for Wading, which is one of 
the attractions for many picnic parties.

Or should the author ignore criticism, 
in the English sense; cultivate, that is to 
sav, a deliberate indifference towards it?

Artist and Critic Differ 


A friend writing to Mrs. Craigie and 
discussing certain comments in the news- 
paper with which he was connected, told 
her that, in his experience women were 
satisfied with nothing but absolutely 
unqualified praise. “If we had said that 
‘The Flute of Pan’ was equal in parts 
to Othello you would still have resented 
the ‘in parts.” But

praise; and every true artist, man or 
woman, must shrink from it. What the 


is the conviction of 
absolute identity betwen the percipient 
and himself. For only in that moment 
of identity does his work achieve its 
purpose, become really communicated. 
The artists who fail are those with whom 
we can never identify ourselves. It is 
useless for them to say that the fault 
is in ourselves—if “ourselves” means the 
whole world. But the fault is very often 
in ourselves, and that is why your true 
artist does well to ignore criticism. 
any case it cannot help him, for it is not 
addressed to him. ; 

An artist who stops to listen to 
criticism is either an artist who is not 
sure of himself or else an artist with 
time to waste. Criticism is not designed 
to improve him, to make him different 
from what he is, but precisely to dis- 
eover what he is and to communicate 
the discovery to others. Its first busi- 
ness is to eliminate from his work every 
arbitrary, factitious element, and, that 
done, to disengage his real individual 
essence, of which he himself, just because 
he is an artist, is unconscious. What 
he is conscious of is the artificial element 
in his work, and he values that most 
dearly, just because it has cost him most 
toil. Thus the artist’s own estimate of 
his work, quite apart from any mere per- 
sonal vanity (though there is plenty of 
that among the race) is bound to differ 
from the critic’s estimate.

IRRIGATION SUCCESS 
MAY REVOLUTIONIZE 
FARMING IN KANOAO 


: 


TOPEKA, Kan.—As the result of the 
success attending the operation of an 
irrigation plant by Scott Kelsey on his 
farm just beyond Oakland, agricultural- 
ists predict that some form of irrigation 
avstem wil! revolutionize farming meth- 
ods in Shawnee county. 

When the plant was first started in 
motion a flood of water was turned into 
an alfalfa field where the alfalfa looked 
as though it would grow no more. Small 
spots in the field where the water failed 
to reach still show what the growth was 
like and emphasizes the difference be- 
tween that and the new growth. By ac- 
tual measurement some of the alfalfa 
that received the first water has grown 
more than six inches in less than that 
manv days, and the big alfalfa field has 
been converted from a sparse “patch” to 


a luxuriant growth of green. Despite 
the prejudice that water turned onto any 
* 


sort of vegetation while the hot sun is 
shining will scald it, Scott Kelsey’s al- 
falfa has not been sealded, but instead 
has made a marvelous growth. 

After flooding part of the alfalfa field 
it was decided to try a nearby corn 
field, and the water was ditched to the 
corn and 40 rows of about 90 rods each 
were irrigated. The next day there was 
almost as much difference between the 
irrigated corn and that which was not 
irrigated as there was in the alfalfa 
field. Nobody knows how many more 
be a big increase in production. The 
bushels to the acre that piece of irri- 
gated corn will produce, but there will 
stalks where the water was turned on 
are from six to 15 inches taller. The 
corn looks green and while corn in the 
next row beyond where the water went 
is “firing” at the bottom, there hardly 
is a sign of “fire” in the corn that re- 
ceived some water. Also the tassels, 
silks and ears of the watered corn show 
much better than those on the other 
corn. The difference is so apparent be- 
cause the water stopped short, being run 
between the rows, and the row beyond 
where the water went, on the same soil, 
having been treated otherwise just alike, 
does not compare with the watered corn. 


Mr. Nelsey expects that the additional | 


yield of his alfalfa alone for this vear 
will more than pay for his irrigation 
plant.

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U. S. FIGURES SHO\ 
BIG INCREASE _IN 
NEWS PRINT PAPER 


WASHINGTON—A big’ increase’ in 
stocks of news print paper in June is 
shown in statistics issued by the Amer- 
ican Paper and Pulp Association and 
filed with the commissioner of corpora- 
tions. The increase amounted to 8799 
tons, due to a decrease in shipments and 
to a revision of mill inventories at the 
close of the half year. 

The highe® daily output ever reported 
also was made. in the month, reaching 
4246 tons, or practically 100 per cent of 
the computed normal. The total produc- 
tion as reported for the month was 110,- 
390 tons; total shipmepts 102,033 and the 
total stocks on hand at the end of the 
month 43,716 tons. These returns are for 
51 companies. The stocks on hand at the 
close of June, 1910, for 49 companies 
were 23,719 tons. 

The movement of other grades was ir- 
regular. There were sharp decreases in 
the production and shipments of book 
and wrapping paper and a moderate in- 
crease in stocks. Board paper, on the 
other hand, shows a large increase, both 
in production and shipments, and prac- 
tically no change in stocks. 

For all grades combined the production 
shows a decrease from 304,350 tons in 
May to 301,945 tons in June, and ship- 
ments a decrease of from 296,964 tons to 
289.582 tons, while stocks on hand in- 
creased from 150,092 tons to 161,221 tons. 


TRAINS TO CARRY 
SEED WHEAT FREE 


TOPEKA, Kan.—The Union Pacific 
and the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
railroads have announced that they will 
haul seed wheat to the territory along 
their lines free of charge. 

H. G. Kaill, assistant general freight 
agent of the Union Pacific, and J. R. 
Koontz, general freight agent of the 
Santa Fe, had conferences with members 
of the public utilities commission re- 
cently and told the commissioners that 
each road would give assistance to the 
farmers along its line.

“CINCINNATI. BANK 
VALUES _ RAISED 
BY TAX BOARD 


CINCINNATI—By the final action of 
the Ohio state tax commission in fixing 
the taxable valuation of state and na- 
tional banks, the institutions of Hamil- 
ton county are made to bear $22,260,610 
of a total increase of $94,461,962 for the 
whole state. 

This increase, which amounts to more 
than 100 per cent, brings the total tax- 
able value of bank properties of the state 
up to $175,703,.237, of which $37,371,020 
is credited to Hamilton county, indicat- 
ing that the commission has arrived at. 
the conclusion that 21.5 per cent of all 
the bank property in Ohio is situated in 
Hamilton county, the taxable value of 
which is placed at $1,087,120 more shan 
that of Cuvahoga county. 

The increase made by the tax commis- 
sion over the valuation fixed by the 
auditor of Hamilton county was only 
$42,955,910, while $4,138.540 was added to 
the figure arrived at by the auditor of 
Cuyahoga county. Last year the Cleve- 
land banks were. on the duplicate for 
$15,390.510, which was $280,000 more 
than the amount for which Cincinnat) 
banks were listed. 

Based on the action of the\commission, 
the city of Cincinnati will receive each 
year at least $41,385 more than would 
have been its share had the additions 
not been made.

Two boiler- 
makers who reported themselves out of 
work were found employment immedi- 
ately. Molders, fitters and turners are 
all fairly busy, although a few of each 
trade remain idle. Brass finishers, tin- 
smiths, coppersmiths, plumbers and iron. 


workers are all well employed, none be- | 


ing on the books as unemployed. 
“Requests for plumbers and ironwork- 
ers cannot be met. The demand for 
unskilled labor has been fairly good. <A 
gool number of pick and shovel men 
have been sent to country work, and 
more are required. Fifty railway labor- 
ers are required for the Yeelanna &

NEW BY-LAWS ISSUED 


BY LONDON COUNCIL

These by-laws limit the employment 


of children under 14 years of age to 
eight hours a day, these to be not before 
6:30 a. m. or after ¢ p. m. 
girl under 14 vears of age, and liable to 
attend school, shall be employed for more 
than three and a half hours in any one 
day on which the schools are open, or 
before 6:30 in the morning, or after 6:30

in the evening. 

On Sundays a child under 14 is not to 
7 a. m. and 1 p. m. 
for a period exceding three hours, and 
no child under 14 years is to be em- 
ployed in a barber’s shop. 

There are also special by-laws restrict- 
ing street trading by persors under the 
age of 16. No girl under 16 and no boy 
under 14 will be allowed to carry on 
Street trading, and no boy under 16 can 
trade in the streets before six in the 
morning or after nine at night. 

A boy under 16 who trades in the 
streets must wear “ip a manner so as to 
be conspicuous” a badge showing that 
he is licensed by the London county 
council, and these badges are liable to 
be withdrawn if used for any but their 


right purpose, or if the holder fails to] | 


notify the London county council within 
one week of any change of residence.

MEMORIES 


O the tourist who considers Italy a 

treasury of ancient buildings, 
Spezia has little to offer. It is almost 
flauntingly modern, though its modernity 
is typically Italian. But the pride and 
purpose of Spezia are the docks and 
arsenal, for Spezia is one of the chief 
naval stations of modern Italy. It is a 
gay little town, all the same, with public 
gardens and a wide parade fronting the 
bay whereon innumerable ships and 
boats of all descriptions float at anchor. 
Busy steamboats ply hither and thither, 
coming and returning from their daily 
journeys to the villages along the coast, 
for at the back of the town the inevi- 
table mountains rise and the road that 
ascends winds round and round a slope 
of prodigious steepness. 

The shops are not very large, and there 
is no preparation made in the way of 
tea rooms or souvenir shops for the 
foreigner; the people in Spezia cater to 
the sailor, whose purse is not extensive. 

But the chief attraction of Spezia lies 
in its environments. Close by at Lerici 
Shelley and his friends made their home, 
and that part of the coast teems with 
memories of the poet, The panorama of 
sea and mountain is unforgeable as one 
steams along in the tiny little boat, 
crowded with Italian passengers. The 
whole gulf is interesting, for on the 
opposite side from Lerici the quaint town 
of San Terenzo is piled up high upon the 
rocks above the water, with tortuous 
cobbled streets ascending almost perpen- 
dicularly between the houses: Here one 
seems verily at the end of the world, as 
one sits in the steamboat, now deserted 
of its load, and looks up at the .silent 
mountains closing in on every side with 
the toy town, equally silent in this 
noontide hour, perched upon the crag 
while the blue waters of the sea stretch 
away behind it into a silvery mist. Just 
here. is the spot where Byron is reported 
io have made one of his famous swims to 
the opposite shore, and round the corner 
of the rocky summit is the cave which 
inspired him with one of his most famous 
poems. _ 

Once the steep road behind Spezia is 
negotiated, however, an equally interest- 
ing expanse of country is opened up to 
the traveler by unusually smooth and 
level roads, triumphs of militarv road- 
making, which run along the ridges of 
the mountains, sometimes between a 
swelling sea of mountain tops on either 
side, and sometimes skirting the precipi- 
tous slopes that onen toward the sea.

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AMERICAN SIMLA ESTABLISHED 
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[PLING has made the summer resort 

of India—if that is what it might be 
called—a familiar name to all the Eng- 
lish reading public, and now the Far 
Eastern Review is publishing an account 
of what it calls the American Simla. 
This is the summer capital of the Philip- 
pines, and the idea of establishing a 
place high among the mountains where 
the northern folk could go to breathe 
what might pass as a breath of native 
air is said to have originated with Gov- 
ernor Taft. 

The Philippine commissions moved into 
Benguet for the hot months even before 
there was a highway. Now Baguio is 
known all over the East. 

Perhaps Simla would not be flattered 
by the comparison, for the scenery of 
the Indian retreat is Himalayan and it 
is a very beautiful modern town with an 
elevation of 7000 feet; but wonders have 
been done in a few years in making 
Baguio an official and general summer 
resort, 

‘Ten years ago this capital of the 
province of Benguet was reached only 
by lumbering carabao carts that used 
a rough trail beginning near the terminus 
of the Manila railroad at Dagupan; and 
Dagupan was 60 miles away. The 
railway company was induced to extend 
the line to Camp One, or to a point only 
21 miles from Baguio. Later a fine 
macadam road was made to the capital 
under the supervision of Colonel L. V. W. 
Kennon, U. S. A., and on alighting from 
the train the health-seeker or tourist 
now gets into an automobile and finds 
himself at Baguio all too soon, for the 
scenery is alpine in a tropical country. 

Today Mansion house, Top Side, built 
by Governor Forbes, and the commanding 
general’s residence are real show places 


constructed of Benguet stone and moun- 
tain pine, and the officers’ quarters, civil- 
ians’ bungalows and the two hotels give 
the American quarter the air of a long- 
established and permanent colony, where 
ease and recreation are the chief ends 
of life. It has electric lights, a pure and 
abundant water supply, a sewer system, 
telephones and a taxicab service.
